Our  cement  stands  at  Bertram  Field 
condemned,  we  traveled  to  Hurd  Stadium  two  days  late  (it  snowed  and  snowed  on  Turkey  Day).  It  took  a total  team 
effort,  but  our  boys  clobbered  the  Panthers,  20-8!  Our  “Winter  Wonderland"  Cotillion  was  another  fun  time, 
although  we  almost  got  snowed  into  the  auditorium  that  night!

The  teams  played  through  the  tournament,  each  making  it  to  the 
Garden  for  the  doubleheader  of  a lifetime!  The  girls  fought  hard,  but  lost  on  the  parquet  61-48  after  an  incredible 
game.  Then  the  boys  took  the  floor,  and  shut  out  Bishop  Feehan  to  go  on  to  the  Worcester  Centrum.  There,  they 
became  the  State  Basketball  Champions,  defeating  Gardner,  78-66.
